As we sit in the dark­ 
ened room, and the preacher reads the service for 
the dead, we feel the triteness of the phrase and 
listen with a casual ear; but the idea of Resurrec­ 
tion takes entine possession of our thoughts, to 
which the preacher’s words are but a droning ac­ 
companiment. 
When we are very youn| Death seems a 
dreadful thing, not to be dwelt upon; when it 
comes into the mind it is hurriedly thrust out 
again. But life is one long process of getting 
tired, as Samuel Butler said, and midway of the 
process we cease to regard Death as the fantas­ 
tical figure ip the morality play and come to think 
of him as a grave and sweet companion, whose 
hand we shall not shrink from when it is laid 
upon our arm. And if it is spring when we go 
with others to a'graveside, the birth in death that 
is all about us tempers the sadness of the hour. 
The green of the turf is deepening, life is cours­ 
ing through the gtark Umbs of the trees; if there 
come a flaw of rain, each drop means life to a 
seed that watts the moisture.

ADMINISTRATION ÓF DEATH PENALTY 
Life is sweet to most men and they do not wil­ 
lingly surrender it. The fear of death is usually 
as great as the love of life. Even for those who 
love not life, there is a terrifying anticipation of 
the time when it will be necessary to exchange 
known evils for those they know not of. 
That human life is sacred, and should be held 
inviolate, is a law which became mandatory when 
Moses, with Aaron, came down from Sinai with 
the simple but fearfully potent injunction, “Thou 
shalt not kill.”* 
But men do kill. They killed before the in­ 
hibition, and they have killed since. It has been 
the custom of governments since the earliest 
times to violate the Super-code by requiring 
life for a life. But there is justification in thi 
though the divine judgments which were set be­ 
fore the people through Moses. It was command­ 
ed that “He that smiteth a manr so that he die, 
shall surely be put to death.” 
As civilization has progressed the condition of 
felons has been ameliorated. Whereas in former 
times prisoners were subjected to excruciation, 
and the most horrible deaths; there is now a ten­ 
dency to consider crime as the result of patholog­ 
ical and sub-normal mental conditions, resulting] 
In the theory that the punishment of dangerous 
crimináis should I#» limited to placing them where j 
a continuation of their crimes would be impos-1 
Bible. 
In states where capital punishment is still in 
vogue, great care has been taken to provide A 
method of execution free from torture, and as 
humane as I» is possible to make it

*egfti executions shall be accomplished by the ad- ] 
ministration of lethal gas. 
Under the provision# of the Nevada bill, it is 
possible to construct a death cell which will be 
enclosed in glass. The cell will be air-tight, and 
the inmate furnished with air forced in by an in­ 
genious arrangement of pipes and valves.

ing pleasant dreams, the air valves will be closed.
